ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT

e Stipulations

Mr. Hall referred to William Dusso’s March 20, 2001, memo relating to the presentation of
stipulations. He explained that stipulations would be presented in Open Session to allow the case
advisor and prosecuting attorney to answer any questions the members may have regarding the
stipulation. The Section will deliberate in Closed Session on stipulations, without the case
advisor or the prosecuting attorney present. The proposed stipulation will be voted on in Open
Session.
